Voice of America 'Tells All' 
To World and Hopes for Best 


Leaders in 
Red Nations 
Listeners 


EDITOR'S NOTE—"Tell it 


all and hope for the best." 
That's the policy of the Voice 
of A m e r i c a , which tells 
Europe. Asia, anyone who will 
listen, what life is like in the 
United States, for better or 
worse. The Voice costs about 
$53 million a year, and its 
rewards are intangible: mostly 
a lessening, observable but not 
measurable, of anti-U.S. pre- 
judice.

VNA Celebrates 20th Anniversary

On Sept. 15, 1947, the door to a small office on 


E. College Avenue opened for the first time. In the 
20 years since, the doors of thousands of Appleton 
homes have opened to admit the Visiting Nurse. 


The Appleton Visiting Nurse Association devel- 


oped from a staff of two — a nurse - director and an 
office nurse—to a staff of five registered nurses, 
two licensed practical nurses, a nurse-director and 
office staff. 


Health problems of a growing metropolitan area 


don't stand still and the VNA has grown to meet the 
challenge of increasing need for home nursing care 
and self-help training for patients and members of 
their families. 


The VNA began as a project of the Infant Wel- 


fare Circle of the King's Daughters in 1946. The initial 
step was the appointment of a committee, consisting 
of Mrs. Westbrook Steele, chairman; Mrs. James Berg- 
strom, Mrs. Rowland Campbell and Mrs. William C. 
Wing. A donation of $3,000 was made by the group 
toward the expense of establishing a VNA. 


Planning and fund raising of this committee laid 


the groundwork for the formal organization and in- 
corporation of the VNA months later. The Circle con- 
tinued its financial support with a yearly donation 
of $3,000 for the first four years of VNA operation. 


Miss Inez Davis was hired as nurse-director and 


the first service began Sept. 15, 1947. Miss Davis re- 
mained as director of the service she helped organ- 
ize until November, 1964, when she joined the Man- 
itowoc Health Department.

In (.he early years of the operation the VNA quickly 


outgrew the College Avenue facilities and with the 
aid of the King's Daughters and other groups the 
VNA purchased a new headquarters at 310 N. Dur- 
kcc St. in February, 1949. 


Volunteer help was enlisted to transform the house 


into office, classroom and storage space. Such aid 
was given by members of a painters union who work- 
ed to redecorate rooms as their donation to the asso- 
ciation. 


In January, 1958. the city council voted to turn 


over the old Jefferson School site to the VNA on the 
condition that the construction of a proposed retire- 
ment, home be begun within five years. 


Initial funds for the retirement home came from 


a bequest of George Peabody, an Appleton business- 


man. 
In the will funds were left for the develop- 


ment of a retirement home for women and separate 
funds for a visiting nurse organization. Through a 
court ruling the VNA was designated as the organiza- 
tion to receive both bequests. 


Construction on Peabody Manor, which was to 


house new offices for the VNA, began in July, 1960, 
and was completed in December. 1961. 


Through the glass door of the modern, colorfully 


decorated office in the Manor that is now the VNA

Teacher Spent Two Years in African School

"I 
think 
that, it was

worthwhile way to spend two 
years. If I could live my life 
over, i would do it again," 
said Miss Jeanne Doersch. a 
teacher at Roosevelt Junior 
High School who just returned 
from a two-year stint with the 
Peace Corps in Ethopia. 


Jeanne is the daughter of 


Mr. and Mrs. Robert Doersch. 
route 1. Seymour. A graduate 
of Wisconsin State University- 
Oshkosh, she taught for a year 
in Antigo and, while there. 
decided to apply for a Peace 
Corps assignment," . . . to 
travel more, to see more and 
to get to know people from all 
over, instead of just from our 
area of Wisconsin." 


Jeanne spent two months at 


UCLA in California, training 
for the years ahead. Her class 
was made up of 120 people 
from all over the U.S. Four 
were from 
Wisconsin. They 


ranged in age from the early 
20's to over 60. 


Of the 120 who started. 86 


finally accepted assignments. 


Miss Doersch had not asked 


for a specific country, but was 
notified by mail as to her 
destination. At the end of the 
training period, she, along 
with most of her classmates, 
had some qualms about the 
future. 


In September, 1965, Jeanne 


boarded a plane for Rome, 
and 
from 
there 
to Addis 


Ababa, the capitol of Ethopia. 
After 
a two-day orientation 


period, she headed north to 
Waldia, 
where 
she 
would 


spend the major part of the 
next two years. She taught 
English 
and geography, 
in 


English, the language of the 
schools since World War II 
when the English drove the 
Italians out of Ethopia. 


At this time, there are no 


books in the language of the 
Ethopians, although they are 
trying to develop textbooks 
that will extend through high 
school. 
She taught in 
an 


Ethopian school, along with 
five other teachers from the 
United States. 


Miss Doersch says she found 


students in Ethopia had ideas 
very 
similar 
to 
those 
of 


children here. She relates that 
her 
one year 
of 
teaching 


experience at home 
indeed 


made a difference for her. 


"Some of the problems of 


Ethopian children are 
very 


similar to those of our school 
children, 
but a 
first 
year 


teacher might not understand 
this. The children there are 
taught more respect than our 
children, and they follow what 
they've been taught. For ex- 
ample, all children stand up 
when a teacher walks into the 
classroom; any child called on 
to recite will stand up; a 
student usually walks a few 
steps behind a teacher; a 
student will always carry a 
teacher's books or other bun- 
dles." 


Jeanne says that Ethopia 


has about the same percent-

of children who cause 


discipline 
problems 
as 
we 


have. She thinks perhaps the 
saddest thing she saw while 
there was the complete lack of 
magazines, newspapers, tele- 
vision. Except for the radio, 
children 
have 
no 
way 
of 


gaining understanding of the 
world. It was very discourag- 
ing to teach because of the 
lack of supplies — too few 
books — the children have no 
toys, no experience with their 
hands and as a result cannot 
express themselves in a man- 
ual way. Their vocabulary is 
smaller than that of an Amer- 
ican child. 


All they really know about is 


their own little village. The 
Peace Corps Volunteers start- 
ed a library the year before 
Jeanne arrived and while she 
was there they continued to 
develop it. "I am still sending 
and 
will 
continue 
to send 


books to add to their library."

Doersch 
lived with 


another girl from the Peace 
Corps during her first year 
there 
and 
then 
spent 
the 


second year alone. She had a 
servant, paid the astronomical 
sum of S3.60 per month, who 
did many basic tasks for her. 
There was neither electricity 
or running water in the town; 
water was carried from the 
river and used for all pur- 
poses. Fresh vegetables and 
meats were available most of 
the time at the outdoor mar- 
ket — onions, potatoes, corn. 
lemons, chickens, eggs, spices 
and beef or sheep — bought as 
a 
"hunk 
of 
meat 
in 
no 


recognizable shape." 


Since the school also taught 


agriculture and assigned gar- 
den spots 
to the students, 


fresh vegetables were avail- 
able there too. Children were 
allowed to sell what they grew 
and use the money for their 
own purposes. Jeanne says 
many of her students would 
give her things that they had 
grown in their gardens as a 
way of showing their apprecia- 
tion. Other staple foods were 
shipped to the Peace Corps 
volunteers from the capitol 
Once a year. 


Jeanne managed to travel 


all over Ethiopia, Kenya, and 
Uganda. Most of it was by 
bus. which she describes as 
similar to our school buses, 
into which they pack 70 to 80 
people along with chickens or 
"what have you." She says she 
found 
Kenya 
and 
Uganda 


more developed than Ethiopia. 


During one outing she trav- 


eled with two car 
loads of 


friends into Uganda. One night, 
they decided to sleep out in a 
game reserve. The game war-

With medicare 
plan 'A' elderly patients are 
entitled to 100 free home visits 
by a Visiting Nurse after 
having been hospitalized for 
three full days 
The federal 


program pays the full cost of 
visits 


Under the program's plan 


'B' insurance a patient is 
eligible for 100 home visits at 
20 per cent of the full cost 
after he has paid nut the S50 
deductible minimum. 


40 Per Cent of Load 


Mrs 
Harry Jollie, VNA's 


nurse director, estimates that 
40 per cent of the patient load 
is persons on medicare This is 
an increase of five to ten per 
cent over other years 
She 


states that the increased rase 
load as a result of medicare 
was quite gradual and placed 
little burden on the service. 


The VNA entered into con- 


tract with the City of Appleton 
in August. 196fi. to provide the 
cit\'s public health nursing 
service Mrs Jollie states that 
it is becoming a trend for 
existing health agencies such

former city nursing duties.

Heany Looks Progressively at Role, Future of Council of Governments

NEENAH - "Regional think- 


ing" by the chief elected execu- 
tives of local governments is in 
its first few months of testing. 


Whether it will work as well 


as many hope remains to be 
seen. 


The strongest pressure on the 


helm as the Fox Valley Council 
of G o v e r n m e n t s (FVCOG) 
charts its future course, how- 
ever, is exerted by a 
firm 


believer that local communities 
can keep their separate identi- 
ties while working together to 
plan the region's future. 


First COG Chairman 


Laurel Heaney, chairman of 


the Town of Neenah, is the first 
COG chairman to sit at the head 
of the conference table in the 
planning agency's Zuelke Build- 
ing suite in Appleton. 


With soft voice but firm tone, 


Heaney leads the deliberations 
of the 12 other mayors, village 
presidents and town chairmen, 
and the Oshkosh city council 
president and two private citi- 
zens who set policy for the 
organization, which descended 
from the Fox Valley Regional 
Planning Commission. 


The Town of Neenah, where 


Heaney is serving his fourth 
term as town chairman, turns 


frequently to the COG for advice 
in planning, working on road and 
park development, subdivision 
control and other matters that 
will determine the future char- 
acter of the town. A COG 
planner attends most town board 
meetings, and it was partly on 
COG advice that the growing 
community organized park and 
planning commissions to advise 
the town board in the past year. 


Heaney uses the same^ soft 


spoken manner, the thoughtfully 
weighed words, in conducting 
(own business, as in dealing with 
fellow COG officials. 


Not Similarly Blessed 


Town government, he notes, 


lacks full-time officials and per- 
sonnel to carry out its business 
and therefore must rely more 
heavily than other forms of 
government upon part-time, un- 
paid appointees from among the 
citizenry. While expressing grat- 
itude that his town has a large 
supply of citizens from a wide 
variety of professions and skills 
who are capable and willing to 
pitch in, he deplores indications 
that all communities are not 
always similarly blessed. 


When an able person offers 


advice, Heaney listens. Aside 
from those who have served on 
committees and commissions 


for the town, he and the rest of

knowledge in a particular field 
to help solve immediate prob- 
lems. 
And Heaney says he

advice of such persons as J. R.

The town chairman's day is 


full. His private job is inter- 
woven with the daily affairs of 
government. On one recent day, 
his first telephone call about 
town business came at 6:40 a.m.

his statements, Heaney has been 
known to be outspoken and 
blunt, particularly when he has 
felt it necessary to speak out, in 
defense of the interests of the 
northern section of the county 
when he sees them in conflict 
with proposals favoring the 
areas to the south.

Wyngaard, head of The Post-Crescent Madison 


Bureau, is the "dean of the capitol press corps"—a 
title formalized last spring in a resolution by the 
legislature. 


It is a title he wears with pride. 
"He really is the dean," a young reporter explains. 


"You 
don't really compete with John Wyngaard. You 


just assume that if you are both working on a story, 
he will beat you on it." 


Other reporters also have praise for hrs honesty 


and accuracy. 


The comments bring a smile from Wyngaard. 
Now 53, he has described himself as having 40 


per cent of his normal hair and 140 per cent of his 
normal weight. His doctor has enforced a strict diet 
to control the weight. 


Wyngaard was born in Little Chute in 1914. His 


parents were Dutch, a lineage that shows today in 
his strong voice, viselike handshake and work rou- 
tine. 


"He gets a lot of stuff on sheer Holland guts," 


one lobbyist explained. "He will go places where he 
is not wanted when he has to." 


But Wyngaard seldom finds a Madison situation 


where he is not welcome. 


Paul Hassett, executive assistant to Gov. Warren 


Knowles, explains why: 


"People here know him and trust him. As a result, 


Wyngaard is privy to the innermost thoughts and 
plans of the top people." 


Much of this advantage comes naturally to any- 


one who has survived 30 years on a newsbeat. He 


knows the people, the routine, where the secrets 
are buried. 


G. H. Bakke, who heads the highway department, 


explains that many of the leaders in Madison today 
are people who first followed state politics in Wyn- 
gaard's column, "Wisconsin Report," which appears 
six times weekly on The Post-Crescent editorial page 
and is syndicated to 16 other state papers. 


"It is really the only place the out-state reader 


can find out what is going on in Madison," he says 


"It really isn't a news column. It is a day-by-day 


history of state government. It gives continuity of 
coverage and opinion." 


The matter of continuity is of concern to Madi- 


son's upper echelons. 


The press corps there represents the two wire 


services, Associated Press and United Press Inter- 
national, two Madison and two Milwaukee papers 
and The Post-Crescent Madison News Bureau, headed 
by Wyngaard. 


The bureau is now a two-man affair. Wyngaard's 


youngest son, Tim, joined his father a year ago. 


The small size of this delegation during most of 


the year, coupled with the turnover among newsmen, 
has created a bothersome situation. 


"Controversy often replaces news," Hassett ex- 


plains. "You get stories on who is for or against a 
program without a story on what the program is." 


Wyngaard calls many of the young reporters the 


"gee-whiz kids." 


"There was a young reporter who stalked out of 


an assembly session one day and told his paper over 
the phone, 'The legislature did something today I've 
never seen before.' He had been here three weeks," 
Wyngaard said. 


But years of experience, according to some, bring 


about a Wyngaard failing. 


"He is not cynical or callous," one explained. 


"But he has been nere a long time and he knows 
when something will work and when it won't. As a 
result, he doesn't get too enthused about some ideas." 


Miles McMillin, a Green Bay native, now executive 


publisher and political commentator for the Madison 
Capitol Times, points to another area: 


Wyngaard, he says, is. an outstanding writer. "If 


you have to put it down on paper and make it clear, 
he's the man who can do it," McMillan says. "He 
has known cvarycns who has come along for a quar- 
ter of a century. He has watched state government 
and its practices as close up as you can get." 


McMillin also points to Wyngaard's curiosity, his 


appetite for reading and research, and his sense of 
humor. 


"That is important in this type of business," he 


says. "It helps you discern the phony." 


Some critics have called his writing style stilted. 


But even they are quick to point out that he has the 
expertise and is listened to by the politicians. 


Young newsmen chide him for occasional use of 


his position as dean to deliver printed lectures about 
their shortcomings or excesses. 


His critics come from both sides of the political 


aisle. 


"The Republicans think he is a Democrat, and 


the Democrats think that he is a Republican," is one 
explanation. 


Wyngaard describes himself as a conservative in 


politics. "Everybody has prejudices. The reporter's 
best rule is to know what they are, and to conduct 
himself accordingly," he says. 


"He doesn't report things as he sees them, but 


as they are—there is a big difference," one newsman 
said. 


Patrick Lucey, former Democratic lieutenant gov- 


ernor and his party's state chairman, agrees.

"He won't take unfair advantage. He doesn't have 


a killer instinct. He has never been less than com- 
pletely honest with us," Lucey says. 


Elected officials, state agency people, lobbyists 


and newsmen agree that Wyngaard has become an 
influence in state government. 


"He is part of the establishment. But he doesn't 


abuse that position," one reporter said. And a lobby- 
ist commented: 


"He is sounded out on a lot of things, but he 


doesn't throw his advice around. He'll say, 'I may be 
wrong, but you're the one asking the questions!' " 


Wyngaard started asking questions when he came 


to Madison to attend the University of Wisconsin 
journalism school. 


Fighting the Depression. Wyngaard graduated aft- 


er a 15-month interruption during which he worked 
for The Post-Crescent He then attempted to set up a 
Madison bureau to serve The Post-Crescent and the 
Green Bay Press-Gazette, at that time sister papers. 


A. B. Turnbull. then Press-Gazette general mana- 


ger, was dubious about the cost ($30 a week) and 
about letting a youngster cover state government, 
but he agreed to a trial. 


Wyngaard recalls that he splurged on a wire to 


his wife to announce the news. "She claims that she 
has it among her mementoes, and that I cockily re- 
lated that 'they met my terms.' " 


Settling into the job and probing the depths of 


Madison, Wyngaard survived the first years. Eventu- 
ally he suggested a signed column from his Madison 
vantage point. 


The column is a particular pride. Wyngaard points 


to the fact that, except for vacation periods, he has 
missed only a handful of publication days since he 
started. 


The work of 30 years has been satisfying, Wyn- 


gaard admits. 


Colleagues point out that it would be natural for 


a man in his position to coast. But he doesn't. His 
hours, they agree, are as numerous as they ever have 
been. 


Even social life is often a combination of business 


and pleasure. A favorite recreation is dining out with 
friends—usually people in government life. The talk, 
confidantes admit, is good. 


Wyngaard lives in suburban Madison in a house 


big enough to have handled his five children. The 
lawn is big and lavish, permitting him to indulge his 
favorite hobby—gardening. 


He reads much and widely, and has built a fine 


library. 


"I've seen two or three governors in that room at 


John's," one friend said. "They'll have their shoes 
off and be stretched out on a couch telling him their 
troubles." 


Madison life is stimulating and comfortable, Wyn- 


gaard admits. But there is also an advantage for a 
man with a large family. "My residence here has 
saved about $50,000 in college fees," he estimates. 


Four of his five children are U.W. graduates: 
Tim, his associate in the bureau; Michael, a lawyer 


for the state Motor Carriers Association; John, a doc- 
torate holder now working for the Air Force; Judith, 
a teacher in Milwaukee, and Susan, now a college 
junior.

is not officially part of the news-gathering team, but 
her work with and for her husband at political con- 
ventions has been helpful. 


"She is no mere traveling companion," one asso- 


ciate points out. "She takes telephone messages, stakes 
out telegraph offices, transportation, places with eat- 
able food." 


During the 1964 Republican convention in Cali- 


fornia, she worked with her husband and other mem- 
bers of the Wisconsin press party. 


"She had her Wisconsin friends issue her a press 


badge which described her job as 'runner'. It was the 
only such designation in all of the thousands of press 
credentials given out," recalls James Bartelt, Press- 
Gazette editorial page editor. 


The father-son teamwork is new—but not the day- 


by-day coverage of state events. The two Wyngaards 
select their coverage with an eye to items of special 
interest to their Northeasfern Wisconsin employers.

and choose; and rely upon my own judgment. I'm 
pretty sure that we spend more time working in a 
typical week than the average newspaperman, but 
there are compensations in greater greedom of ac- 
tion," he points out. 


Wyngaard is also proud of the "long tether" given 


him. 


"I am absolutely sure that I have written things 


and expressed views that annoyed the several edi- 
tors and publishers who have employed me here. 
But there has been no interference which is some- 
thing that few other correspondents can say." 


'A talk with Wyngaard covers many topics, and it 


shows a man of perception and good humor. But he 
is, naturally, more at home in discussions of state 
government and the role of the press in it. 


"I believe a responsible reporter can contribute 


something to the community, by providing insights 
and understandings on public affairs in a time when 
government is the most important force in the aver-' 
age man's life." 


He is proud of the amount and depth of govern- 


mental coverage in the state, and feels he has had 
some part in establishing this. 


In the early Madison years, he recalls, he was

often alone in coverage of many agencies and boards 
Today that is no longer true. The two Milwaukee 
papers, for example, often have a total of eight men 
working during legislative sessions. 


Madison is a more complex town today than it 


was in 1937. The first state budget Wyngaard saw 
enacted was about $70 million. This year the fteure 
will top 91.1 billion. 


Thirty years ago, most of the governmental ma- 


chinery was housed in the capital. Today it is spread 
across more than 100 locations in Madison. 


Long-term contacts are helpful here, he says 


Wyngaard is often able to track down much of his 
information by phone by knowing who has what he 
wants and where the source is located. 


The growth has changed the reporter's job, too. 
"There is now literally too much material- the iob 


is sorting it out." 


Wyngaard also emphasizes the growing impact of 


state affairs. More than half of the money now spent 
for local government comes from state treasuries 
he notes. 
' 


"The state has a 'cradle-to-the-grave' impact on 


individuals, and it is steadily growing more important 
Our social system is governed basically by state 
statutes," he observes, pointing to laws in pollution 
control, education, highways and other areas for sup- 
port. 


Wisconsin's government is generally clean and 


reasonably efficient, he says. This is due, in part, to 
more inspection of it and the impact of measures 
such as the Kellett streamlining. 


"This used to be an old folks' home," Wyngaard 


said of the legislature. "Today we have a more repre- 
sentative legislature, and I believe a more responsible 
and effective one than when I arrived." 


The job of state coverage has also led him to the 


national political arena. Wyngaard has covered most 
national political conventions of the past 30 years. 


He has been among the note takers during the 


campaigns of John Kennedy, Hubert Humphrey, Adlai 
Stevenson, Estes Kefauver, Robert A. Taft, Harold 
Stassen, Thomas E. Dewey, Wendell Willkie, Earl 
Warren and both George and Henry Wallace. 


There were notable men in the group. 
"I learned to admire intensely the no-nonsense 


style of Taft and his warm personality in close con- 


- tact," he recalls. 


Wyngaard also found the "velvet voice" of Stev- 


enson memorable. But he had his doubts about John 
Kennedy. "As far as I could discern, Kennedy was 
not a gregarious fellow. He never could understand 
why there was so much empty space in Wisconsin." 


The list of Wisconsin personalities Wyngaard has 


covered is long. 


He catalogues Julius Heil, the governor who fol- 


lowed Philip LaFollette, as the most interesting. 


"He was thoroughly lovable," Wyngaard remem- 


bers, "but almost totally ineffective as a leader." 
Walter S. Goodland will probably live longer in the 
memory of the state, because of his calculated style 
as a curmudgeon, plus his advanced age. 


"He never could remember my name, although 


we got on nicely. I was 'Wynkoop,'" Wyngaard re- 
calls. 


Associates of Goodland's confided that the old 


man was losing his memory and had confused the re- 
porter's name with that of a famous murderess of 
the 1800s. 


Wyngaard is now in the enviable position of hav- 


ing known many of the state's leaders since they were 
students or young politicians. 


"Gaylord Nelson and I were friends on the U.W. 


campus," he points out. "I knew Joe McCarthy be- 
fore he became a judge. I knew such men as Knowles, 
Rennebohm, Reynolds, Kohler, Thomson and Prox- 
mire in their apprentice days." 


Nelson and former Gov. Walter Kohler are highly 


rated by Wyngaard. 


"One measure of the public man, as I see it, is 


how well he understands the function and responsi- 


bility and problems of the professional political re- 
porter. By that test, the best governors I covered 
were Nelson and Kohler. 


"I'm sure that sometime's they were offended by 


some of my reports. But'in no instance did either of 
them ever complain, or show any resentment. Both 
respected the reporter's craft; some politicians don't."

Autumn Color 


Vanishing Fast; 


-* 


Best to View It 


While You May

This may be the earliest and shortest color season 


we've had for years. In fact, this last week in Sep- 
tember may be high color time in this area, which 
makes it about two weeks earlier than in an average 
year. 


Of course the weather is responsible, but not in 


the way believers in the old Jack Frost myth think. 
It is not the frost's "icy fingers" touching the leaves 
which change their colors. The cold and frost are 
responsible, but in an indirect way. 


Let's go back to last spring. The pines and other 


evergreens came through the winter with their nee- 
dles still green, but rather dull and dusty looking. 
After a few weeks of warm weather, the needles be- 
come bright green and glowing. 


What happened was that the warm weather caused 


the sap to flow upward, carrying chlorophyl to the 
leaves and other tree parts. Chlorophyl is a green 
coloring matter which keeps foliage green. 


Broad-leaved trees, such as oaks and maples are 


also supplied with chlorophy] in this way, and remain 
green through the warm months of the year: When 
cool fall weather comes along, the sap flow grows 
less, and finally stops altogether for the winter. Other 
colors, red, orange and brown, are present in the 
leaves all the while, but are kept from showing be- 
cause of the continuous flow of chlorophyl. But when 
the chlorophyl supply grows less, the other colors 
have a chance to show themselves. 


Even in midsummer you will sometimes find a 


branch or part of a tree, usually a maple, which is 
bright red. 


Instead of guessing that the frost did it, you will 


have to look for other reasons. The tree branch may 
be cracked or broken thus stopping the sap flow to 
the injured part. Or, a disease or insect infestation 
may cause the early coloring. As you know, a wormy 
apple turns red earlier than a sound one. 


The fall-like weather we had during the last half 


of the summer caused the early turning of the leaves 
this year. The dryness hastens their coloring too, and 
also makes for a quick falling of the leaves. The fall 
coloring usually lasts for several weeks, but this year 
it may be very brief. 


The best and most lasting color occurs in years 


when the fall season has enough, but not too much, 
rainfall, and when the days are sunny and warm, and 
the nights cool. Too much rainfall in autumn makes 
for brownish instead of red and yellow colors. 


Wisconsin and several other states are noted for 


their fine autumn colors. There are two reasons for 
this. Our typical autumn weather is just right for 
turning out the best colors, and we have the kinds, of 
trees — maples, oaks, sumachs, birches and poplars 
— which become most colorful. 


Don't wait too long to view this annual fall spec- 


tacle. It may be over soon. 


Game Experts Lament 


Extinction of Wolf

MADISON — The wolf's only natural enemy- 


man — has succeeded in wiping it from the face of 
Wisconsin. And the result was termed a tragedy be- 
fore a state Assembly conservation committee last 
week. 


"We can safety state that the population of resi- 


dent timber wolves is zero," said John Keener, ad- 
ministrative assistant in the game management divi- 
sion of the conservation division of the state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. 


He appeared before the committee as a repre- 


sentative of the department in opposing the bill, 
which would have created a year-round open season 
on wolves. Wolves are now totally protected from 
hunters under state law. 


No one appeared before the legislative unit in 


favor of the bill sponsored by five assemblymen, in- 
cluding Lawrence Kafka, R-Denmark, and Ervin Con- 
radt, R-Shiocton. 


"If this animal has become extinct in Wisconsin,

then we will have lost a truly wonderful resource," 
said Assemblyman Norman Anderson, D-Madison. 


Sponsor of a bill in 1957 which killed the bounty 


on the timber wolf in this state, Anderson reported 
that in that year there were .about 50 of the wild 
animals left roaming the woods of the northern part 
of the state. 


During the last winter, he said, four confirmed 


wolf tracks were reported in Wisconsin—two each 
in Vilas and Iron Counties. 


"The animal is virtually extinct in Wisconsin,"

he lamented. "It is essentially a creature of wilder- 
ness." 


Any tracks seen in the northern part of the state, 


said Keener, are left by wolves wandering into Wis- 
consin from the Upper Peninsula. There are no native 
wolves left. 


The wolf has thus joined the moose, elk, buffalo, 


pine martin and fisher among Wisconsin's extinct wild 
animals. 


Fighting strongly in defense of the wolf at the 


hearing was professional dog trailer and wildlife film 
maker Orin Benson, of Eagle, who has owned a pair 
of timber wolves in captivity for the past seven years. 


"In 30 years of raising dogs, I've never known one 


to possess the qualities of a wolf," he said. "Man is 
the only natural predator of the wolf. The wolf only 
kills for food, he does not go out and maliciously 
kill like a coyote or a wild dog. 


"The dog is a vicious-hearted animal, but he is 


adapted to man," he went on. "The wolf is a kind, 
loving animal but he is not adjusted to humanity.1' 


Benson attacked popular misconceptions of the 


beast, saying that "Little Red Riding Hood is the big- 
gest farce ever written" 


"Taking the protection away from the wolf in 


Wisconsin is tantamount to adopting an open season 
of the whooping crane. It is tantamount to killing the 
last pair of passenger pigeons or wiping out the buf- 
falo herd," said Mel Ellis, of Big Bend. 


The committee took no action on the bill.

Try to Toughen Topsy-Turvy Tower 


NEW DELHI (AP) — Indian archaeologists are 


carefully studying the 14-inch tilt of New Delhi's 
famous leaning Qutb Minar monument, fearful the 
tower may lose its balance. 


A group of experts took advantage of a recent 


washing and face-lifting given the 238-foot monument 
to take another close look at the situation. They hope 
the tower's tilt may be halted by pouring some re- 
inforced concrete foundations. 


Engineers dug nearly 25 feet beneath the Qutb 


three years ago to discover if it was based on sJid 
rock as historians claimed. But they- found no evi- 
dence of it. 


Delhi has proverbially weak soil, due partly to a 


high water table. The name "Delhi" itself is said to 
be derived from the Sanskrit word "Deeli" which 
means weak, referring to its weak soil. 


Qutb Minar was built by a Moslem invader Qutb- 


ud-Din in 1199, and symbolizes the beginning of Mos- 
lem rule in India. 


It was meant to be Qutb's tower of victory but was 


also used as a watch tower to look for invaders. 


Qutz Minar has been rocked by earthquakes and 


struck by lightning, and lost some of its upper struc- 
ture in one quake. 


The Qutb acquired notoriety when the European 


wife of a maharaja jumped to her death from the top 
floor 20 years ago. 


Since then, a number of people have leaped to 


their death from the tower and now visitors are al- 
lowed to climb to the top only in groups of at least 
three. 


But what is worrying the authorities is riot the 


suicide attempts, but as one archaeologist put it, 
"whether the Qutb itself is planning to commit 
suicide,"-

Red Cross Bom Here 


As War Flames Blazed 


Across the Atlantic

T 


HERE are a couple of good reasons why Red 
Cross chapters in the Fox Cities — in Wisconsin 
and throughout all America, for that matter — 
are 50 years old this year. They were born out 


of need at a time when the world was in turmoil and 
a global war was about to engulf the United States. 
More than that, local Red Cross units and their 
auxiliaries were the American answer to a nation- 
wide appeal for help by the National American Red 
Cross 


When war first broke out in Europe, farsighted 


men and women saw this country might be involved. 
The American Red Cross decided it must be ready 
for just such an emergency; it began to prepare on a 
large scale, organizing and equipping hospital units 
for possible overseas use 


Up and down the land went organizers, urging 


public spirited citizens in all cities to establish Red 
Cross units in order to mobilize for war on the home 
front and raise funds for hospital equipment. 


Citizens Answer Call 


As a result, when the United States declared war 


against the Kaiser and his Germany April 6, 1917, the 
Red Cross was ready. Its relief work preparations 
centered in field hospitals, base hospitals that could 
house thousands of soldiers behind the lines.

Red Cross workers in the new community 


units across the nation were raising funds, working 
at home and in groups to keep these hospitals and 
other installations supplied. 


Many more chapters, such as those in the Fox 


Cities, were organizing that April, 1917. under a Na- 
tional American Red Cross charter Membership 
drives were launched, special projects were held to 
raise money and new members enlisted the aid of 
other organizations. Women's groups, particularly 
became Red Cross auxiliaries. Women gave up their 
weekly card games, tea parties and other sociables 
to knit sweaters, socks, wristlets. Church aids and 
guilds took over sewing projects. All this auxiliary 
work was under Red Cross chapter supervision. 


The Neenah Red Cross holds seniority in the Fox 


Cities, although the chapter was organized and char- 
tered as a Neenah-Menasha organization. Something 
happened between the first meeting in the armory 
Aug. 
30, 1916, and the night of the organizational 


meeting almost a year later, April 16, 1917. There 
were delays, quibbling over details and probably 
jurisdiction, all of which may have led to the late 
national authorization to organize, a necessary step 
before any chapter could receive its charter. Men-

A meeting was held a few 
days ago and an organization perfected with Judge 
A M Spencer, president; George F. Krull, secretary, 
and C. S. Dickinson, treasurer." In a later release, 
the name of George P. Berkey, also was included as 
the vice president. 


"A petition was forwarded to the national organ- 


ization.'' the newspaper continued, "to join the Red 
Cross and it is expected a reply will be received in a 
few days. The organization then will begin active 
work."1 


When Kaukauna citizens petitioned for a charter, 


they were refused and advised to become a working 
branch of the Appleton Society. This they agreed to 
do and from the first, Kaukauna members were 
represented on the important committees or on the 
early boards of directors. Charles Stribley and M. A. 
Wertheimer were among the leaders of the Kaukauna 
branch and served that first year on the finance 
committee under Chairman F. J. Harwood. 


The story of the Twin Cities' chapter begins with 


eight enthusiastic people who showed up at the 1916 
meeting. So serious were they that each of them paid

Clark, E. J. Lachmann, Charles Sage, James W. Berg- 
strom, F. J. Sensenbrenner, Miss Gertrude Sensen- 
brenner. Mrs. C. B. Clark and Miss Mathilda Krueger. 
After a year of delay, this same group was authorized 
March 7. 1917. to form a Neenah-Menasha Chapter. 


Careful Planning Ruined 


The organizational meeting was held April 16, 


1917, at the Armory. Officers were elected and by- 
laws passed. The Neenah-Menasha Red Cross Chapter 
was duly organized under its charter with Neenah 
Mayor Clark its first chairman and Menasha Mayor 
N. J. Remmel vice chairman. Lachmann from Neenah 
was named secretary, while H. Fisher of Menasha 
became the treasurer. The executive board was ap- 
pointed with the same nicety of balance, six from 
Neenah and six members from Menasha. 


The next day — April 17, 1917 — brought ruin 


to all the careful planning, the judicious balancing of 
leadership and duties Menasha had a charter of its 
own. signed by J. J. O'Connor of the national office 
in Washington. Advice also came to the Neenah group 
to go it on their own. 


Thus, at an emergency meeting April 30, 1917, the 


Neenah Red Cross Chapter came into being with the 
same chairman, Mayor Clark, and Secretary Lach- 
mann, since they were Neenah men, and W. Z. Stuart 
the new vice chairman, and F E Ballister elected 
treasurer. Replacing the six Menashans on its roster, 
the Neenah chapter's first executive committee con- 
sisted of S. F. Shattuck, Miss Jennie Frazer, a Miss 
Robertson, Mrs. Jennie A. Jamison, the Rev. C. W. 
Haywood, H. K. Babcock, Mrs. John F. Shiels, the 
Rev. D. C. Jones, Mrs. T. D. Smith, Mayhew Mott, 
Mrs. W. Z. Stuart and Dr. I. E. Ozanne.

"clinic" suggests the examination, diagnosis 
and treatment of human ills, rather than those 
of trees. But for the past 11 years a clinic for 


forest land owners has been held annually at its camp 
here by Trees for Tomorrow, Inc. 


Trees for Tomorrow is a non-profit, industry- 


sponsored organization that provides technical forestry 
services for private owners of woodlands of 20 acres 
or more in central and northern Wisconsin and Upper 
Michigan. 


All field work is carried out under the supervision 


of experienced foresters. Careful management of 
second-growth forests is the key to a sustained flow 
of forest products and an income for forest land- 
owners. 


Each year, some 175 persons regularly attend the 


Trees for Tomorrow clinic. Many couples and family 
groups are represented, and the participants range in 
age from three to 80-plus.

An intensive forest management plan is also avail- 


able, for landowners who require detailed information 
on timber that is mature or assembled in a semi-hard 
covered book. Included is an estimate of the ap- 
proximate volume of merchantable forest products; a 
suggested sequence of harvest; estimated income from 
harvest; reforestation recommendations and estimated 
cost; game management recommendations as applic- 


able; forest plantation information as required, and 
other information designed to fit the owners' indi- 
vidual needs. 


Forest management plan recommendations cover a 


period of 10 years. Present growth on Wisconsin's 
forests is one-fourth cord per acre per year. Under 
good management practices, this rate can be stepped 
up to a cord per acre per year. 


During the past 23 years, Trees for Tomorrow has 


prepared forest management plans for 355,000 acres 
of privately-owned forest land. 


The average private landowner in Wisconsin has 


about 65 acres. This figure takes into account the 28 
large ownerships of over 5,000 acres and the 176.909 
ownerships classified as small. Ninety per cent of 
these small ownerships overage 40 acres or less. 


The pattern of small, privately-maintained forest 


holdings in Wisconsin is more pronounced than the 
national average. Thus it is evident that the small

Odds Against Getting Your Novel

: 20 to One

EW YORK (API—Writing a I'ovel is a lot like 
betting a longshot at the races—the odds 
against its winning publication are about 20- 
to-1. 


The odds are sweetened if the writer is a recog- 


nized author or has a good literary agent, but of the 
approximately 3,000 manuscripts submitted each year 
to Simon & Schuster Inc., only 150 to 200 are ac- 
cepted for publication. 


Despite the high mortality rate, "every manu- 


script we receive is read," says Peter Schwed, pub- 
lisher of the firm's trade book division. 


"Everyone who works here reads manuscripts 


when he has time," says Schwed. "This is an uneco- 
nomic thing to do. It would be economic just to send 
back the unsolicited manuscripts that come in over 
the transom. But you must keep the doors open to 
all." 


Most of the major publishers, whose total volume 


last year came to about $2.2 billion, are concentrated 
in the New York City area, and most of them follow 
much the same pattern in selecting and then pro- 
ducing a book. 


"A manuscript from a literary agent gets more 


attention than an unsolicited one," says Schwed, "be- 
cause we know it's already been screened once by a 
pro and that he isn't going to send us gibberish. But 
everything we receive goes to a first reader who has 
the authority to reject and return a manuscript. He's 
got to be enthusiastic to keep it 


"We've made some mistakes using this system. 


All publishers do. There have been books that have 
been turned down by almost every publisher in New 
York, including us, before finally being accepted and 
becoming best sellers. But we don't often make that 
kind of mistake." 


If the reader likes a manuscript, he passes it 


along to a five-man editorial board, which looks it 
over and decides whether to send the author a re- 
jection slip or contract terms. 


Most contracts call for an advance, a guarantee of 


money to be paid the author. Schwed says an ad- 
vance is at least $1,500 and goes considerably higher, 
"as much as six figures, a healthy six figures, if 
you are competing for a top author." 


The advance is paid against the author's earnings. 


Royalties usually are 10 per cent of the retail price 
for the first 5,000 copies of the book sold. I2l/z per 
cent for the next 5,000, and 15 per cent thereafter. IE 
a book doesn't earn its advance, the author doesn't 
have to return it. 


"The advance, to put it simply, is what keeps 


the author alive until his book starts earning royal- 
ties." says Schwed. 


"By giving an advance, the publisher is, in effect, 


betting that the book will sell enough copies not only 
to recoup the advance but also to make a profit." 


The contract also deals with subsidiary rights. 


Profits from paperback and book club rights, for ex- 
ample, usually are split 50-50 by the author and pub-

A problem looms however—how ta 
capture him. 


The beagle loses the pack temporarily and takes 


up residence with the mvsterious Cat Woman of the 
Hills. The boy sees him and plans to take him home. 
Before he can act, the cat woman dies, and the inno- 
cent beagle is the prime suspect. 


Just when the boy manages to acquire tha dog, 


the irate townspeople threaten to have the beagle 


destroyed when he is identified as a member of the 
outlaw pack. 


This skillful, well-written book is a strong argu- 


ment against the cruel and senseless abandonment 
of pets by thoughtless people. Kurt Unkelbach tells 
Murphy's story with wit, perception and a true knowl- 
edge of dog life.

lisher. Profits from foreign publication, television 
and movies all usually go to the author. 


Once a manuscript is accepted, an editor goes to 


work on it in an effort to make it the "best book 
possible," says Schwed. "He criticizes the construc- 
tion, the characters, the writing. Some books, o£ 
course, are so good they need no editing at all. Most 
aren't." 


When the editor and author are satisfied with 


the manuscript, it goes to a copy chief for checking 
facts, punctuation and style. Meanwhile the publisher 
is deciding on jacket design, physical size of the 
book, binding and price. 


Next the manuscript goes to a printer. Except 


for Doubleday & Co., which has its own printing 
presses, the publishers contract with independent 
printing firms. Galley proofs are struck and returned 
to the publisher for correction. Then the book is 
ready for the press run. 


The finished books go to the publisher's ware- 


house for distribution to retail outlets. Review copies 
are sent out and advertising is placed. 


However, says Schwed, "A book cannot be made 


by advertising. If a book gets advance interest and 
word-of-mouth publicity, then advertising really can 
snowball its sales. But if a book hasn't got it, the ads 
won't help." 


Since retailers are allowed to return unsold copies 


to the publisher and get their money back, "Our 
salesmen have got to be intelligent enough not to 
oversell," Schwed said. 


If the retail price of a book is $5, the publisher 


sells it to the book dealer for an average of 56 per 
cent of that figure, or $2.80. 


The recurring costs of physically producing the 


book, as well as royalties, advertising and overhead, 
might consume about $2.25, leaving the publisher a 
gross profit of 55 cents a copy. 


His initial production costs may have run $3,000, 


and he must sell about 5.500 copies to get that $3,000 
back and reach the break-even point.

This is an interesting and significant example of

The hard-back edition of this book was published 


in 1962 by Sierra, and, after having sold more than 
48,000 copies, it still is available at $25. 


It is a book of Thoreau quotations, remarkably

Porter is a nature photographer with a professional

This soft-cover version made up of 160 pages that

ment for planting, pruning and harvesting saw-timber 
and pulpwood, and the development of Christmas 
tree growing into a highly specialized and competitive 
business, many owners of small woodlands have 
changed their original plans and have combined tree 
culture with seeding open spaces and access roads 
to clover for grouse and deer, Sylvester said. At the 
same time they may plant shrubs, such as mountain 
ash, honeysuckle, multiflora roses, and highbush cran- 
berry for cover and forage for song and game birds. 
Many owners of forested land, not a few with areas 
of open fields within their boundaries, consider this a 
hobby, at the same time making a contribution to 
the total conservation effort. 


One of these is Alfred Garske, of Wausau, who, 10 


years ago, bought an abandoned 145-acre farm in 
Oneida county and asked Trees for Tomorrow to pre- 
pare a management plan. The Garskes, who do all 
their own farming and forestry, spend their week- 
ends here both summer and winter. The Garskes 
have planted more than 56,000 Norway (red) pine, 
and have also raised 30 acres of timothy and oats each 
year in addition to harvesting several hundred cords 
of pulpwood. 


"Our original idea of what to expect from tree 


farming changed, but we are as enthusiastic about it 
as ever," says Garske. Daughters Corinna and Cathy 
help their mother raise flowers and often lend a hand 
with tree planting and other tasks. Garske's father, 
85, takes an active part in the work, as he has from 
the first, and Garske's son, Carl, entered forestry 
school at Utah, as a result of the family venture.

This is an album of more than 500 pictures by the 


Italian photographer Mulas, portraying artists of the 
New York School. 


Mulas has utilized' the candid camera technique 


to the full in catching these artists at work and leisure 
—usually in their lofts and studios. 


The roster of current artists is: Bontecou, Cham- 


berlain, Dine, Johns, Lichtenstein, Newman, Noland, 
Oldenburg, Poons, Rauschenberg, Rosenquist, Segal. 
Stella, Warhol and Wesseiihan. Also included in this 
array, as a sort of godfather from the past, is Marcel 
Duchamp. There are thumbnail notes on the career 
of each artist. 


The lineup covers Pop Art, junk sculpture, color

Tree Farming Is 'a

of Life' 


"This is a way of life When people learn to work 


a patch of earth, that will be the salvation of the 
North." says Garske "In another 10 years we aim 
to have this one of the garden spots of Oneida county. 
. . . I hope some day my grandchildren will say, 
'that old geeser wasn't so bad after all.' " 


Timber stands on small woodland tracts are being 


improved through selective cutting of mature trees, 
instead of clear-cutting. This has the advantage of 
removing not only cull trees but also the overstudy 
of healthy but inferior species such as aspen, in order 
to give natural young hardwood and conifer growth 
a chance. At the same time it provides pulpwood for 
paper-making. And since aspen (popple) reproduces 
quickly, the new shoots serve as excellent deer browse. 


Hand planting of young pine is practically a thing 


of the past, except when small numbers of trees are 
involved. It is hard, slow and back-breaking work, 
and planting help is scarce. This sort of tree planting 
has been done in comparatively open areas; among 
sparsely stocked popple stands; on hillsides, and in 
places where brush, stumps or terrain made machine 
planting impracticable. Now the crawler-tractor type 
of planting machine is coming into widespread use 
because it can operate just about anywhere a bulldozer 
can go. 


By the time the Trees for Tomorrow clinic ses- 


sions — usually concluded by a field trip — close in 
the afternoon, forest owners can depart, inspired by 
the fellowship of shared mutual interests, and secure 
in the conviction that they are capable of making 
their land yield a substantial contribution to the 
renewable natural resources of Wisconsin.

Ivy Perfect Setting for Autumn Blossoms 


BY KATHERINE B. WALKER 


Some months ago we suggested using bowls of ivy 


as settings for a few very special cut flowers. What 
could be more special than the last few flowers in 
autumn? One or two asters, or a small cluster of 
chrysanthemums will look lovely against a background 
of fresh green, whereas they might look insignificant 
by themselves. 


Our earlier column recommended keeping sev- 


eral lengths of ivy in water-filled containers, main- 
taining the ivy in status quo by washing the contain- 
ers and refilling them with fresh water whenever 
necessary, and shortening the stem lengths by cutting 
them off (at the base, not at the growing tip) when 
needed. The combination of live greens and cut flow- 
ers need not be limited to water-grown plants, how- 
ever. A potted ivy plant or something similar can 
serve very well as a temporary repository for cut 
flowers. 


To convert a potted plant for fresh flower display, 


insert round, clear plastic pill bottles into the soil. 
Use bottles that are tall in proportion to their diame- 
ter, and sink them to within a half-inch of their tops. 
Use a kitchen fork or some similar small instrument 
to scratch out holes for the bottles. If you work 
gently, it is usually possible to do this small excavat- 
ing job without damage to the plants' roots. If you 
are unsure of being able to do this, or if the plant 
is ready for repotting, insert the bottles as you add 
new soil. 


To remove a bottle for cleaning, twist it slightly 


as you lift it out, to free it from the soil. This will 
leave a neat hole into which the bottle may be rein- 


serted easily, again with a slight twisting motion. If 
a bottle is too widemouthed to hold a slender stem 
in the proper position, twist a bit of clear plastic 
wrap, then wrap the stem with it. Don't use white 
absorbent paper with green food coloring to camou- 
flage its color as the food coloring will be drawn up 
into the flower parts within a few hours. 


The next time you give a gift plant of a foliage 


type, dress it up with a fresh bloom or two from 
your garden or from your florist. If you're ordering 
the plant from your florist, he'll be glad to do this 
for you. Inserting fresh flowers to dress up a foliage 
plant is a device they have used for years.

'Get Those Dues First' 


In Appleton, things were popping as soon as the 


official word came to organize. The newspapers re- 
ported on April 11, 1917, that the night before in City 
Hall "more than 50 prominent women and a repre- 
sentative number of men attended a meeting which 
was full of enthusiasm." 


That night every person joined the chapter and 


pledged to bring in others. It was decided the group 
sponsor a movie at the Appleton Theater to raise 


funds ("the soldiers in Europe in the trench and open 
field will be shown — these are real scenes of the 
battlefield, and not faked"). Plans were made to 
launch an immediate campaign for members, starting 
April 16. Mrs. A. H. Krugmeier, one of the most active 
organizers, was made chairman. 


She called together her group of workers and 


organized a training session, cautioning each captain 
and team, "Get the money, do not enroll without those 
dues." Members of her central committee included 
Mrs. Gustave J. Keller, Mrs. R. B. Meredith, Mrs. 
George F. Adams, Mrs. Charles Green, Mrs. Julius P. 
Frank, Miss Mary Baker, Miss Mabel Eddy, John L. 
Hellinger, A. J. Koch, Mrs. Frank Wright, John Nel- 
ler, Lucy Scholz, Mrs. A. C. Rule and Miss Grace 
Pardee. Later, when permanent committees were 
organized, Mrs. Krugmeier was to keep this nucleus 
of workers and add Miss Laura Fischer, Miss Kate 
Schweitzer and Mrs. D. J. O'Connor to the group. 


By May 2, 1917, the chapter was organized by the

Trip to Bridge Olympics, Goal 
Of Contenders at Atlantic City

Bridge fans are awaiting with deep interest the 


outcome of the Team Selection Tournament, which 
started Friday night at the Traymore Hotel, Atlantic 
City. Sixteen pairs of experts are competing for the 
right to represent the United States in the Bridge 
Olympics next spring in Deauville. 


In previous years the American Contract Bridge 


League picked the top three pairs' automatically. This 
avoided the charge of politics and prejudice in the 
selection of the team, but did not solve other prob- 
lems. Four times in recent years the team included 
one pair that the captain refused to play against the 
toughest opponents, with the result that the two other 
pairs were overworked in the crucial matches. On two 
occasions a member of the team picked the eve of 
the world championships as a time to get married, 
so that he could treat the tournament as a honey- 
moon. There is no proof that either bridegroom's 
bridge suffered, but a team captain tends to be ner- 
vous when he doesn't know what his players are 
thinking about. 


This year nonplaying captain Julius Rosenblum 


has been given the right to pick two of the pairs 
who finish in the first four places together with a 
third pair from among the top'ten. He may pick 
any of the 18 pairs of starters as alternates, and at 
any time before the Olympics he may designate the 
alternates as regulars in place of one of the other 
pairs. 


Rosenblum should be able to pick three pairs in 


whom he has confidence, and his power to put the 
alternates on the team should keep his players think- 


f ing of bridge even in the springtime.

Some players are opposed to the captain's new 


,- powers. "He may pick the pairs that finish fourth,

Bill Root and Alvin Roth played 
the hand at six diamonds against B. Jay Becker and 
Mrs. Dorothy Hayden. 


If the bidding seems to strike a false note, don't 


bother to have your ears examined. Root detected 
that same note when he saw the dummy. He did his 
best in the play of the cards, but the odds were 
against him. 


Root won the opening spade lead with the ace, 


led the jack of clubs to dummy's ace and returned 
the queen of diamonds for what seemed to be a fin- 
esse. Mrs. Hayden played a low diamond very casually 
from the West hand, waiting for Root to repeat the 
finesse. 


Instead, Root returned to his hand with the king

He returned a diamond 
from dummy, and West naturally played low. Genud 
played the queen from his hand, and Edgar Kaplan 
played his low diamond with a very good casual mo- 
tion. 


It was one of his best motions, Kaplan later as- 


sured me, but it wasn't good enough. Something told 
Genud that if either opponent held both top diamonds 
he would be crass enougli to take them and make 
sure of defeating the slam. Assuming that the dia- 
mond honors were split, and to provide for a possible 
squeeze, Genud had the gall to continue with the 
jack of diamonds from his hand. 


You'd have enjoyed seeing Kaplan and Kay at 


that moment, when they both realized exactly what 
was going on. Kaplan took his ace of diamonds, but 
Kay never got the king. Genud had 12 tricks when the 
hearts broke favorably: five hearts, three spades, three 
clubs and one very important diamond. 


Team captain Rosenblum may be favorably- Im- 


pressed by fine play of the cards, but Genud and Co- 
hen are unlikely to win a place on the team with 
such feats. Rosenblum may happen to think of the 
bidding.

'Boathouse

Causing Some 


Double Takes!

The safest way to sail a boat is in the house. That 


way you can't fall in the water, and only under the 
most unusual circumstances would your ship sink. 


This might seem to be the philosophy of Daniel 


Wagner, who owns a sturdy craft stored in an old 
farmhouse — but it really isn't. 


"Truth of the matter is," says Wagner, "I needed 


winter storage for the boat, and the old farmhouse 
was just there and waiting." 


Wagner, who works in the Appleton district office 


of the Wisconsin Telephone Co., lives on the farm 
several miles north of Ogdensburg on Waupaca 
County Trunk Highway E. "I like country living, even 
though it means a bit of commuting," he says. 


When Wagner bought the farm he intended to 


remodel the house, but found the project would cost 
too much for the amount of living area it would pro- 
vide. So he remodeled the barn, which obviously has 
lots of room. 


Then one day he needed a place to store the 


boat. A contractor friend who had been letting him 
use a heavy equipment trailer, now needed it back. 


So Wagner took his hand electric saw and cut 


the wall out of the house—once around on the in- 
side, then the outside. A chain, a tractor, a hefty 
yank and, presto; the farmhouse became a boathouse.

About 20 years old, the boat was built for use on 


the Great Lakes by the Richardson Boat Co. of Tona- 
wanda, N.Y. Wagner bought it some four years ago 
from David Shambeau of Waupaca. It's powered by 
a 115 h.p. engine. 


Soon after he got the boat, he ripped a big hole 


in the bottom on an unmarked pile of rocks in the 
Fox River near Wrightstown. It sank onto the rocks, 
and Wagner had to have it pumped out and towed 
to Green Bay for repairs. 


Then began a long series of letters to numerous 


Coast Guard officials to have the rock pile marked. 


"I couldn't get anywhere with the local fellows 


so 1 went to the district commander in Cleveland, 


Ohio. The rock pile was marked soon after that. 


"Residents along the river there told me that at 


least 30 boats had cracked up on those rocks down 
through the years and nobody did anything about It. 
But." he added with a chuckle, "I got pretty mad." 


Happily, that's been his only misfortune with the 


big boat. 


"We don't use it nearly as much as we'd like to If 


we had the time," he says. "In fact, I didn't even 
put it in the water this summer. It's been resting 
comfortably in its converted farmhouse. You should 
see the double takes people do when they drive past. 
Some even turn around and come back to make real 
sure."

for future growth and expansion. The 
comprehensive plan contained 
in 
this 


report provides a framework and guide for 
this future growth. The preparation of this 
plan is only the beginning of the planning 
process. The community itself is dynamic 
and changing and the plan must be kept 
alive and up-to-date representing the best 
current solution to the city's problems/' 


Harland Bartholomew recently outlined 


the next steps in implementation of the 
plan now that these first projects have been 
completed. They listed these items: 


->"The continued improvement of older 


buildings, the replacement of dilapidated 
buildings, and the construction of new 
buildings will have to continue if the area 
is to maintain its role as the central 
business district of not only the City of 


Appleton, hut of the entire Fox Cities 
area."

The Winne- 
bago and Menommee Indians of Wisconsin, 
who owned lands comprising about the 
northeastern two-thirds of what is now 
Wisconsin, agreed 
to

Wisconsin.

One of the more colorful figures in the 


history of this territory came •with the 
Oneidas to Wisconsin as a missionary. He 
was the Re\ Eleazar Williams, an Episcopa- 
lian minister, who set up a mission for the 
immigrating Onoidas at Duck Creek. 


Williams is best known as one of the 


pretenders to the title of the Lost Dauphin 
of Franco. There were and still are many 
persons in tins area who firmly believe that 
he was the legitimate son of King Louis 
XVI and Queen Marie Antoinette of France, 
and that he had been spirited out of the 
Tower prison in Paris during the Revolu- 
tion, brought to the United States, and 
placed as a child with an Indian family in 
upper New York State. 


Williams' home on the banks of the Fox 


River south of De Pere is now a state park.

Column Idea Becomes 
Legislative Proposal: 
Merge Three Counties

An idea broached in this column earlier this year by 


Publisher V. I. Minahan has emerged in the form of legis- 
lation introduced this week in Madison by Assemblymen 


Harold Froehlich of Appleton and David 
Martin of Neenah. Their bill calls for the 
merger of Outagamie, 
Winnebago 
and 


Calumet Counties. 


Froehlich freely admits the bill has been 


introduced "for discussion purposes," and 
discussion it is bound to produce. 


The details of how such a merger would 


be accomplished are relatively simple. The 


Torinus 
new county would be known as Winnebago. 


The county seat would be located in either the town of 
Menasha or the town of Harrison, whichever was selected 
in a referendum of the voters in the new county. 


The present county boards of the three counties would 


originally comprise the county board of the new county, 
but they would be required to set up new supervisor dis- 
tricts and elections to elect a new board of 47 mem- 
bers in April of 1970. The merger would be effective on 
Jan. 1, 1969. 


Present congressional and legislative districts would 


remain as is until after the 1970 census, and the reappor- 
tionment which would follow that census. The present 
seven county courts would continue, and the new county 
would become a circuit court district with two such courts. 


County voters would select the county seat in the elec- 


tion in November, 1968, and at the same time would elect 
new county officers who would take office in January 
of 1969.

While various residents of the area might object to 


specific provisions of the bill, any thoughtful person would 
have to agree it makes a lot of sense. These three counties 
are rapidly growing into one large metropolitan area, with 
surrounding breathing space. Their economies and the 
future of that economy is intricately bound together. 


There have been more and more signs of the realiza- 


tion of that fact in recent years. Educationally Winnebago 
and Outagamie Counties sponsor the Fox Valley Center of 
the University of Wisconsin, and now we are tied together 
in the new technical school district. After the 1970 census 
these three counties will become a Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area as defined by the U. S. Census Bureau. 
This year all of the Chambers of Commerce in the three 
counties began exploring the creation of a three-county 
association of such chambers. 


Opposition can be expected from the current establish- 


ments in the three counties, many of whose jobs would be 
eliminated in such a merger. But the economies of gov- 
ernment which would result are obvious. 


As we have remarked so many times before, county 


government is becoming the most important local unit of 
government in Wisconsin. In other areas it is becoming 
the metropolitan government. Witness the rapid strides 
in this direction being made by Brown County. It cannot 


lies in all three counties. 


Here is a case where public opinion could win out 


against provincial interests if it is active and energetic 
enough. You can expect to hear more on the subject in 
these columns.
